o ne o f these sectio ns will challenge 
tho se living in ano ther to a game o f 
ball. 
They cho o se their play ers and 
agree upo n the time and place fo r 
play ing the game. 
It Is generally 
play ed in an o pen field far different 
fro m the well graded field upo n which 
the game o f fo o tball is play ed. 
Tbo evening befo re the game the In­ 
dians. the wo men included, ho ld j 
dance in their respective sectio ns o f 
the co untry . These dances are held in 
the o pen air, usually near so me small 
stream. 
The women do the singing 
while the men dance. 
In their so ng» 
they make all kinds o f remarks abo ut 
tho se o f the opposing 
side. 
These 
dances co ntinue all night long. 
Fro m 
the time o f the dances until after tin* 
game the players are 
no t allowed to 
eat any food. 
The following day the people from 
tb o different sections gather at the np 
pointed place to witness the game 
They either sit or stand around the 
edge of the field.
